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“Whatever the onuse of the wavering attitude toward Roman 
Peligion may have been, not only seepticiean but contenst wae 
in evidence. The ol¢ Itelian gode had lone since eeaced to be | 
Gistinet in nature, anc many of them had been merged with Greek 
deities and identified with their lecends. It was tffioult 
te determine whether a deity, such as Virtue, Zax, or Tama, 
Was supposed to be anthropomorphic, or whether it was simply 
the personification of an abstract quality. 

Besides the many Graeco-Nomen deities there were oriental 
@ults in the imperial clty. By this date the populace had be- 
gone exeeedingly mixed, especially in Rone, and the Roman stock 
heG been Dlienéed with foreign elements from the East. The 
official worship of the state was formal and made little or 
no appeal to the enctions of the worshipper. All classes of 


‘Roman society, but especially the masses, wore attracted to 


the Oriental religions, which were charseterized by aysterious 
ceremonies and axtravaczant ecstacy.

but the infant strangled them. A statuette pictures the child 
boldly striking the two serpents. The inference is that, if 
the Lernean hydra, which Hercules slew, had seen this work of 
art, he would have feared the hero when a youth.“ Martial

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Castor and Pollux 


The worship of Castor and Pollux was introduced into 

_ Rome at an early time. ‘They were believed to have helped the 
‘Romans against the Latins in the battle of Lake Regillus in 

q F 497 B.C., and according to the vow of the dictator a temple 
wae built in the Forum opposite the teaple of Vesta for the 

_ twin brothers of the Greeks. ‘Tne Castor: as they were 
sometimes called by the Romans, were regarded as patrons of 
the equites, who held festivals in their honor. 

Martial no doubt was impressed with the legend soncerning 


the fraternal devotion of Castor and Pollux. A comparison 
of the affection of the two brothers, Lucanus and Tullus,* 

is made with that of ‘Leda's Spartan sons.' If they were 
offered alternate life, each would wish to die first and give 
his brother his own share of life. We ere told of the death

Its function was indicated by an 
adjectival name, such as Silvanus, Neptunus, or Portunus, a 
fact which shows that the primitive Roman's conception of 
religion was in termes of his own dally life. 

Martial’s epigrans are not so overwhelmed by Graeco-Roman 
mythology that the poet leses sight of the Roman spirit of 
the early religion, He employs the wort punen in the so788 
ef divine power and by metonymy as a synonym for deug.

_ to the gods are bestowed by an apparently true worshipper. 
Again, he treats little as sacred except the emperor and what 
pertained to him, as he boldly states in a prayer that Jupiter 
‘ ‘te the esperor's divinity, but the emperor ie his, Outwardly 

at least he conformed to the Roman ritual of worship.

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‘The Auperial cult had its beginning in the primitive stratum 
of Roman religion. Among the earliest beings worehipped by 

the Rowane were the deified ancestors of the family and the 
Genius paterfaai lias. Closely linked with the delfication of

“Aeneas, the traditional founder of the Roman race, waa the gon 
of Anchiges and Venus, and an ancestor of the great Roman family, 
“he Julii.

The jug divinug may be regarded as covering fag and pefag, 
what is allowed and forbidden by religion. Hefag, however 
may convey e prohibition under the divine lew; it is a crime, 
a@ wicked 4eed, something that ie contrary to divine lew. In 
the lenguece of the roet a portico almost dared a ‘novum nefas.' 
According to the epigrem, the death of Regulus caused by the 
fall of a portico would have been contrary to divine law. 
Martial isplies that the gods brought about the destruction of 
the portico as an indication of their power, but 41¢ not dare 
cause the death of the lawyer. Probebly Martial is thinking 
that the Fates decreed the material loss, but that Fortuna 
gpared the life of Regulus:

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Conclusion 


The cagusl reader of the epigrams is no doubt attracted 
by the numerous mythological allusions, but probably gets the 
General impression that the epigrams contain little material 
of a geminely religious nature. The reason for the inference 
may be due to the manner in which the allusions are made, for 
the Master of the epigram possessed a talent for compressing 
in the epigrams, often where least expected, religious prin- 
Siples probably based upon hie own belief or the belief of the 
Romane of hic Gay. Sonetimes the allusion is nothing nore than 
a stock epithet, yet « reminder of the sacredness perhane of 
a bill, « stream, or « valley. It may be a phrase like ‘macte 
este,* or a elang expression, euch ae ‘me hercules,’ or the 
word ‘deus’ with reference to the experor. As Nartial wrote 
about pversone or things with which he ¢ceme in contact ag he 
trod the thoroughfares of Rome, sncred structures, such as 014 
temples etanding as landsarks, gave rise to incidental allusions. 

Martial found | sllusion to deities and myths valuable as 
illustrative material. The greater deities with their renark- 
able attributes afford themes for the epigrame characterized by 
court blandiloquence; in these the ability of the god is com 
pared with the eaperor, often to the 4isparagenent of the deity. 
fhe performances in the amphitheatre created for Martial the 
possibility of e comparison with the deeds of the gods. The 
allugions to the gods include sone of the most ancient divinities 
of Rose, such as Guirinus, as well as the Oriental cults that

were adopted by the state during the firet century of the en- 
pire. Hyperboles, involving the citation of deities and of 
myths relating to them, often tend to show the great age, & 
motif common in the epigramne. 
| The conservatien of the olf in religion and particularly 

in regard to temples and other sacreé places such as the Casa 
Bonuli, finds frequent mention by Martial. Domitien's interest 
in building and restoring temples an@ in holding festivals in 
honor of deities served ae excellent subjects for Martial. 
Algo in connection with court praise we find a tendency toward 
the worship of the emperor who is lauded not only as a reat 
warrior, @ savior of the world, but aleo es tdominus et deue.! 
Clogely asaociceted with the worshin of the ruling emperors ig 
that of the dead exrerore to which Yartial gives expression in 
@llugions to Domitian’s 4eifying Vesoasian and Titue. That 
Domitian was not deified by the Senate but was voted Gamnetio 
Gesoriae indicates probably a point in favor of the religion 
of the time. | | 

Martial, a true apectator of life, shows in his epigrana 
the virtues ani vices of his fellowemen, their religious be- 
liefs, end their disbeliefs. Among his contacte were worship= 
pera of various clasees of society. That their religion was 
one of strict adherence to ritual is brought out clearly in 
reference to prayers and escrifices. 

Concerning the poet's personal convictions about the gods 
one cen hardly call him e religionist or an anti-religionist. 


a 
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He took the goda more or less for granted and worshipped then 
ae a matter of traditional duty. He observed the forme of 
worship, coneieting of prayere and sacrifices to the national 
goede, though he hed an antipathy for the Oriental cults to 
which he refers in a most outspoken manner. He apcears to 
speak of the gods with indifference at times but mainly in poems 
where hie motive is that of flattering the exsperor, while there 
are other epigrams that indicate real devotion on the part of 
the poet for the gods. Sometimes his tenets of religion are 
found in poems apart from any reference to the emperor; again, 
his belief ae manifested in the emperor may be his actual faith 
in the gods and his relation to them. One is confronted with 
& G4ifficulty in an attencot to determine whether Martial is 
speaking in a spirit of levity or of gravity. At any rate it 
geexs evident that e person who has penned many religious state- 
ments either must have hed belief in the gode or sust have had 
an audience thet 414. His epigrame teem with sorel values not 
go forcefully expreseed because he did not want to assume the 
dle of a religious philosopher, for which reason he say be 
accused of lacking moral earnestness. Though there are no ¢i- 
rect allusions to Christianity, Martial maintains principles 
of ethics that the Christian religion assumed. Of Martial it 
‘may be seid that he was a person of deep pathos, & genuine 
friend, en admirer of nobility of character, no reformer, but 
@ sparing worshipper of the national gods. 

Inasnuch as mythology, religion, end philosophy are all 
closely interwoven there arises the 4ifficulty of separating 
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them. Though Roman religion was not a religion of morals and 
ethical conduct, Greek philosophy 414 come to have an influence 
upon it. Martial seems at times to be Epicurean in his belief, 
and then again he shows a leaning toward Stoiciam. A grouping 
of quotations, many of which are proverbial, has been thought 
worthwhile to indicate the prevalence of religious ideas and 
practices in the epigrams, some of which are in conjunction 
with philosophical teachings:
